It is certain that tbe confer- 
ence will leave no stone upturned to 
give peso3 to Eastern Europe, and tbe 
presHmptien is, the effort will be suc- 
cessful.

IN WASHINGTON.

Strangers visiting Washington are 


profoundly startled to discover that 
both the house and the senate restau- 
rants are nothing more than bar-rooms, 
where liquor is sold to any one who 
calls for it. 
Before the war it was the 


custom to sell liquor at the capitol, but 
in 18153 a very stringent law was pass- 
ed prohibiting it, and the members who 
wanted their drinks used to keep pri- 
vate supplies in the committee rooms , 
then fancy wines were introduced into 
the restaurants, and the lobbyists used 
to expend considerable champagne in 
bringing relractory members to order. 
Up till recently champagne has always 
been served in pitchers and cups and 
the bottle was kept carefully out of .the 
way, but now it is not an uncommon 
sight to see three or four bottles of 
wine on different tables at the same 
time. 
When the present caterer went 


into the house restaurant he sold whis 
ky in tea cups, and would be very par- 
ticular to whom he sold it; but the 
present session such formality has been 
done away with, and when a person 
wants a drink all he has to do is to go 
to the counter and call for it as at a 
bar-room. Cook-tails and other fancy 
drinks are mixed to order. In the sen- 
ate restaurant a little more respect is 
paid to the appearance of things ; but 
still liquor is sold there and it ought 
to be stopped. There is a law express- 
ly prohibiting it ; neither of the cater- 
ers have a license to sell liquor, and il 
there were no other reasons, it is not 
proper that the capitol of the United 
States should be turned into a common 
grog shop.

The supreme court of New York re- 


cently made a decision important alike 
to the public,, express companies and 
common carriers. A lady received what 
she supposed was a receipt from the 
New York Transfer company for her 
trunk, which was to be taken from 
New Harea to .Brooklyn. Instead of 
a receipt it was a contract by which the 
company was not to be held liable io 
case of loss for more than $100. The 
trunk was lost and the contents were 
worth more than the sum named. A 
suit was brought to recover the/value 
of the trunk, the company refusing to 
pay more than $100, and the court 
held that while a common carrier may 
make, a contract limiting his liability, 
yet, as the lady asked for a receipt and 
had the right to decline any contract 
and compel the company to take the 
property under the common law re- 
sponsibility of a common carrier, she 
was net bound by the phraseology if* 
pearing on the receipt, as she bad per- 
ceived it.

SPRINGFIELD, Iu,, December 21. 


—The Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee met here to-day, and, contrary 
to all expectations, Hon. C. II.

He presi- 
ded over the deliberations tf the com- 
mittee during its session, and no one 
made any move toward ousting him 
from his position, notwithstanding the 
State RefjMrr, the central organ of the 
party, had demanded his removal. 
Nearly every district in the State was 
represented .by members of the com 
mittee or their 'proxies. The meeting 
was not a large one by any means. 


Speeches were made by several mem- 


bers of the committee and others, but 
the only one who was red-hot for war 
was Tom Merritt, of Marion county. 
The greater number of those who were 
present were decidedly in favor of hav- 
ing everthing pass off quietly aird or- 
derly. In this particular the blood and 
thunder Copperheads were greatly dis 
appointed. 
However, they can have 


another chance at the coupty meetings 
which are called for the 30th of De- 
cember, and also at the State mass- 
meeting, which is to be held on the 8th 
of January. 


The resolutions which follow give all 


the business >hioh was transacted at 
the meeting: 


Retailed, 1. That this committee 


do hereby affirm tbe constitutional 
right of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, after tre President of the 
Senate shall have opened all the certifi- 
cates received by him, to count the 
Electoral vote for President and Vice 
President of the United Statss, and de-, 
clare the result of such count. 


2. That we deny the existence of 


any constitutional right or power in 
the President of the Senate of the 
United States, independently of au- 
thority from the two Housesjto count 
said votes and declare the result there- 
of, and would regard such a proceeding 
as revolutionary. 


3 
That we have entire confidence 


in the intelligence and patriotism of 
Congress and of the people, and that in 
this great emergency they will rise 
above party, maintain the right, sus- 
tain Constitutional liberty,, and that 
Congress will fairly and impartially de- 
termine tbe result of tbe late, Presi- 
dential election in such a manner as 
will command the 'confidence and sup- 
port of all good citizens. 


4. That a, mass meeting be held in 


each county in the State on the 30th 
day of December next, of all good citi- 
zens, irrespective of (party, who are in 
favor of perpetuating the Republican 
feature in our system of government, 
by giving effect to the popular choice of 
Electors of President and A'ice Presi- 
ident made on the 7th of November 
last, for the selection of delegates to a 
convention to be held at Springfield, on 
the 3th of January next, each county 
to be entitled to the same number of 


I delegates as were sent to the Demos 


i cratie convention in Jane last. 


5. That this committee have abiding 


confidence that the mass meetings here 


i in recommended will be participated in 
by all friends of free government, and 
that their proceedings will be in bar, 
mony with the gravity of the occasion.

THAT METEOR. 


Last evening the attention of pe"| !•• 


who happened to be out doors aboui 
eight o'clock, was attracted by a huge 
ball of fire rising in the west, which, 
when at an angle of about forty-five 
degrees, sneraed to hunt, sending out 
innumerable jetx of li^lu similar to what 
appears when u rocket explodes in the 
air. The immense body of light, witli 
its thousand or more attendants, moved 
rapidly in an easterly direction and dis- 
appeared over the eastern horr/.on at 
about the same altitude which it had 
reached in tlie west when first seen. 


In about four or five miautc's> after the 


light wag first seen, followed the report, 
of its explosion, which was similar to 
two discharges of a cannon, causing 
the buildings and ground to tremble, as 
wouM the shock of an earthquake. 


Those who saw tho light, of course, 


associated the sound with it as its 
origin; but those who were inside and 
simply felt the shock, had an idea that 
an earthquake had taken place, until 
they learned of the meteoric display 
which immediately preceded it. 


From the length of time which inter- 


vened between the appearance of the 
light and explosion and the report which 
followed, it must have 
been many 


miles 
away, and 
we 
shall prob- 


ably hear of the phenomenon from re- 
mote parts of the country. 


One very intereitiog fact that goes to 


show tlie distance of the luminous body 
tiom this locality, is that its appearance 
at Wupe.lu was telegraphed at this sta- 
tion, and tlie telegram was read to 
bystanders before the report reached 
here. 


These fire balls or 
shooting stars 


are very hilly described in Encyclo- 
pedias. They are said to be generally 
from fifty to one hundred and fifty feet in 
diameter, their size to the eye of an 
observer, of course, depending upon 
their distance from him. 


Humboldt claims that some of the 


largest of these shooting fire balls must 
have had a diameter of from fife hun- 
dred to> two thousand feet. Their height 
at the points where they begin and 
finally disappear, is said to be from 
fifteen to one hundred and fifty miles, 
and their velocities are said to vary from 
eighteen to thirty-six miles per second. 
They sometimes appear singly—as was 
the case last evening—and sometimes in 
Iwge numbers, as was the case in 
Noyember, 1833, when the most remark- 
able taeteoric shower ever witnessed on 
this continent took place. 


It is supposed that there is in all these 


fire-balla solid matter, which finally falls 
to the earth, numerous specimens of 
which have been found from time to 
time—many of which are iu the cabinets 
of our colleges and other institutions of 
the country. 
In most instances these 


specimens are composed ot about ninety 
parts ot iron, to ten of other metallic 
matter. 
Various theories have been 


suggested as to the origin of these aerial 
travelers, which we have not room to 
notice, all of which will be found fully 
stated and discussed in the standard 
Encyclopedias of the day. The study 
is an interesting one, and especially so 
at this time, when everybody is talking 
about the wonderful phenomena of light 
and sonnd. 
_

very serious one, somewhat after the 
character of a crush. Dr. Walston, of 
the Surgical Institute, was called, and 
adjusted the broken bones.

tient is doing well, and it is hoped that 
amputation will not_be necessary.
